But the Count d’Eftain caus'd them to be 
charg’d with fo great Vigour, that they were prelent- 
ly broken, and oblig'd co run in diforder behind a 
fortified Cafline a Mile from the Po, ro facil:rate 
their rallying. The Count c'Eitain caus'd the 
Cafline to be atrack’d by 300 Grenadiers, (wppérced 
by 300 Dragoons on Foot, and by fome Horie. It 
was carried Sword in Hand, ard all that were in it 
were kill’d or taken. Of the King’s Troops only 
1 Captain and 3 Subaltern Officers were kill’d, and 
30 Grenadiers kill’d or wounded.

The 14th Inftant at 3 in the 
Morning the Galleys commanded by the Chevalier 
de Langeron went towards Oftend ; but 7 of the 
Enemy’s Ships of War being favour’d by a ftrong 
Wind, oppos’d their Paffage and oblig’d them to put 
back into our Road, after exchanging f{everal Vol- 
leys of Cannon. Allthat Day and the 15¢h: in the 
Morning the Enemy. bombarded Oftend with .6 
Bomb-Veffels. The Goverhour, and the Count de 
Ja Morhe who commands the Troops there; order’d 
the Seamen of the Town to work the Cannon on 
the Batteries of the Port; which they perform’'d. fo 
well, that they oblig’d the Enemy to ftand off to 
Sea, after 4 of their Ships were much damag’d.
